The ope ator of the mine* en- 
deavored to replsc the, s with negro min- 
er* from Al*b«ni*, alter h* hail bean 
warned by Governor Tanner that such 
action would e»»>e trouble The Gover- 
nor, when appealed U> by the mine man- 
ager to protect the imported laborers, 
re 1 to bond soldiers for thst purpose', 
and the company employed Pinkerton 
detectives to guard the negros. One dsy 
Isst week the mine operators tried 
to Isud a train load of imported 
negroes at Vi.deu, but the strikers at- 
tacked the train, and In the battle that 
followed forty men were killed on both 
side*. The facts in the case show thst 
at Virden and 
of Illinois were 
directly responsible for the bloodshed. 
The mine manager is endeavoring to 
force white miners to work lor starvation 
wages, snd in his tight sgainst them he 
has used every means to incite them to 
lawless deeds. His last set, the effort he 
made to replace thi'm with negro ex-con- 
victs from Alabama, drove the men to 
desperation. Had he acted more hu- 
manely and more reasonably and shown 
a spirit of liberality, he could have In- 
duced the men to return to work by 
making some concession* that would not 
have been a souiee of great loss to him. 
But the msnager, like a great many oth- 
er employers of labor, forgot tbe men 
had' hearts and feelings, and dealt with 
them a* though they were *o many cat- 
He is therefore criminally responsi- 
ble for the riot that resulted iu the death 
of forty persons. Governor Tanner is 
also particeps crlminis in refusing to 
protect the property of the mine owners, 
and in not granting protection to the 
imported laborers. While his sympath- 
ies may have been with the strikers, it 
was his duty to uphold the law, aud pre- 
vent riot and disorder. His refusal to do 
so emboldened the strikers and incited 
them to perform lawless deeds. Had the 
governor more backbone and more good 
would nev- 
er have taken place, and forty men 
would not now be lying lifeless at 
Virden. It is high time something were 
done to bring employer and employe 
closer together. Consideration for each 
others' rights would lead to a better 
feeling between capital and labor. Ac- 
tion that would leave to disinterested 
parties the arbitrament of differences be- 
tween employer and employe is needed. 
As long as the present method ol settling 
labor dispute*; continues the obstinacy of 
the employer and the hot- headed ness of 
the employe will lead to such disturb- 
ances as occurred at Virden. The impo- 
of the officers who are supposed to 
uphold the peace and dignity of the 
mwealth will inspire contempt for 
1 order among the warring fac- 
tions, and a state of anarchy will reault 
ill threaten the social fabric.
